(A) Indian Provinces. — The data here relate to 166 towns 
with an eeti mated population of 21,999 thousands. Informa- 
tion for Bihar and Assam could not be included. The total 
number of towns is 192 and their population is 23,759 thous- 
ands, Thus 86% of the total number of towns representing 
93% of the total population is oovered. The numbers of births 
and deaths recorded in these towns were 17,364 and 9,573 
representing birth and death rates of 41*0 and 22*0 por 
thousand of pop illation respectively. The table at the end 
gives the position by provinces. 


The towns of Pandharpur in Bombay, Banaras and 
Mi zapur — Vindhvaolial in U, P. recorded high death rates of 
67 ‘5, 54 '2 and 53 -3 p' r thousand of population respectively. 
In Pandharpur, the high death rate was not due to any one 
of the specified oausee. InBanarasend Mirzapur — Vindh- 
yachal trie high death rates wore largely due to deaths 
from fevers. 

(B) Unions and States , — The data here relates to 24 towns 
with estimated population of 2,729 thousands. The total 
numb f of towns is 32 and their population is 3,534 thou- 
sands. Thus 73% of the t >tal number of towns representing 
77% of the total population is covered. The numbors of 
births and deaths recorded in theso towns wero 1,864 and 
889 representing birth and death rates of 35*5 and 16*9 
per thousand of population respectively. Ernakulam Was 
the only town which had, a high d ath rate of 57-7 per-thou- 
sand of population but this high death rate was not due to 
any one of the specified causes.
